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A BILL FOR AN ACT
CONCERNING EFFORTS TO REMEDIATE RISKS ASSOCIATED WITH101

CERTAIN CLOSED LANDFILLS, AND, IN CONNECTION THEREWITH,102
CREATING THE CLOSED LANDFILL REMEDIATION GRANT103
PROGRAM, AND MAKING AN APPROPRIATION.104

Bill Summary

(Note:  This summary applies to this bill as introduced and does
not reflect any amendments that may be subsequently adopted. If this bill
passes third reading in the house of introduction, a bill summary that
applies to the reengrossed version of this bill will be available at
http://leg.colorado.gov.)

The bill creates the closed landfill remediation grant program
(grant program) to help eligible local governments pay the costs of
environmental remediation efforts and landfill management. The
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department of public health and environment (department) is required to
administer the grant program in accordance with rules promulgated by the
solid and hazardous waste commission (commission) in the department.
The department, in consultation with a 5-person advisory committee
created in the bill, may award grants from money in the closed landfill
remediation grant program fund, which fund is also created in the bill.

The bill requires the commission to promulgate rules establishing
a process for resolving disputes between local governments and the
department. The rules must include the creation of a technical committee
consisting of 3 individuals who review disputes and recommend dispute
resolutions.

The bill requires the department to work with a local government
that owns a closed landfill to address compliance issues and attempt to
resolve disputed issues in a collaborative manner before implementing
certain enforcement mechanisms. While a dispute resolution process is
occurring in good faith, the department must cease and desist with
ongoing enforcement mechanisms and must not implement new
enforcement mechanisms against a local government.

The bill requires the commission to promulgate rules concerning
the imposition of civil penalties against local governments and to consider
certain factors in promulgating the rules.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:1

SECTION 1.  Legislative declaration. (1)  The general assembly2

finds and declares that:3

(a)  The public health, safety, and welfare of Colorado citizens and4

the protection and preservation of Colorado's environment are of utmost5

importance to the state and to local governments, and achieving these6

values in a cost-effective manner is a shared goal and responsibility of the7

state and local governments;8

(b)  Proper disposal of solid waste is a matter of mixed statewide9

and local concern, and improper disposal creates unacceptable risks,10

hazards, and liabilities;11

(c)  State and local governments have a joint responsibility to work12

in partnership to address environmental and public health risks that may13
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result from local-government-owned landfills, and public officials must1

ensure the safe and cost-effective management and disposal of solid2

waste for their communities;3

(d)  Local governments are limited in their financial ability to4

remediate potential risks to public health and the environment related to5

their closed landfills due to revenue-raising limitations and the6

unanticipated costs of remediation and management of solid waste7

disposal facilities; and8

(e)  Evolving science, the identification of emerging contaminants,9

changing health and environmental standards, expensive associated10

remediation challenges, and changing landfill regulations create an11

ongoing financial liability for local governments with ever-increasing12

unanticipated costs relating to landfills.13

(2)  The general assembly also finds that:14

(a)  There are nearly two hundred closed, local-government-owned15

landfills in Colorado, most of which collected solid waste before laws and16

regulations required landfills to be environmentally engineered and sited17

in suitable locations;18

(b)  The local governments that own these landfills do not possess19

adequate financial resources to take the necessary steps to mitigate the20

risks posed by the landfills, particularly closed solid waste facilities that21

no longer receive waste and therefore no longer generate revenue from22

tipping fees;23

(c)  A grant program is needed to support local governments in24

remediating the risks posed by closed landfills in order to protect the25

public health, safety, and welfare and the environment; and26

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(d)  The department of public health and environment should1

attempt to collaborate with local governments to address and resolve risks2

posed by closed landfills before resorting to enforcement mechanisms.3

(3)  Therefore, the general assembly declares that it is in the best4

interests of the state to create the closed landfill remediation grant5

program to assist local governments in financing closed landfill6

remediation costs.7

SECTION 6.  Appropriation. (1)   For the 2023-24 state fiscal11

year, $15,000,000 is appropriated to the closed landfill remediation grant12

program fund created in section 30-20-124 (8), C.R.S. This appropriation13

is from the general fund. The department of public health and14

environment is responsible for the accounting related to this program.15

(2)   For the 2023-24 state fiscal year, $170,702 is appropriated to16

the department of public health and environment. This appropriation is17

from reappropriated funds in the closed landfill remediation grant18

program fund under subsection (1) of this section. To implement this act,19

the department may use the appropriation for solid waste control program,20

which amount is based on an assumption that the division will require an21

additional 0.8 FTE.22

(3)  For the 2023-24 state fiscal year, $87,976 is appropriated to23

the department of law. This appropriation is from reappropriated funds24

received from the department of public health and environment under25

subsection (2) of this section and is based on an assumption that the26

department of law will require an additional 0.5 FTE. To implement this27
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act, the department of law may use this appropriation to provide legal1

services for the department of public health and environment.2

(1)  This act takes effect at 12:01 a.m. on the day following4

the expiration of the ninety-day period after final adjournment of the5

general assembly; except that, if a referendum petition is filed pursuant6

to section 1 (3) of article V of the state constitution against this act or an7

item, section, or part of this act within such period, then the act, item,8

section, or part will not take effect unless approved by the people at the9

general election to be held in November 2024 and, in such case, will take10

effect on the date of the official declaration of the vote thereon by the11

governor.12
